9. When the 0S did not mect the ‘larch production schedule, the Russians granted 
a one week extension with the preyse9: wet the production time thus lost be 
made up in the next few weeks. 


10. At the Leipzig fair orders were rlaced for 12 electron microscopes. Two of 
the orders came from Western Germany, the remainder from the Eastern States. 


11. OSY is at present developing a new x-ray tube. An American tube is being 
used as a model, Since the beryllium necessary for production is lacking, 
successful tests were made with specially sprayed (besprueht) coal.
